Immediatoly before leaving for Cariboo 
for tho purpoHO of ultoiuliiig to his elec- 
tion, Mr. J. Spencer Thompson was tho 
recipient of gratuitous and gushing aa- 
surancea from Measra. Walkom and De- 
•Oosmosto the effect that every moaos 
Would be used to prevent any opposition 
to his re-eleotion, as a contest would Imvo 
the effect of leaving tho district unrepro- 
sontod during the coming session; and, 
said tho brnco of wortiuGS, any attempt 
mudo hero to start au opposition will bo 
nipped in tho bad. Incredible as it may 
appr>ar (to those who do not know 
thoso moil) ,Mr, Thompson had scarcely 
.itartod upon his arduous mission when 
tho wirepulling to get up an opposition 
was commenced! Several parties^ wore 
"seen" and offers of defraying the entire 
expenses of the contest were made, whilo 
inducements of another kind were held 
out. Day after day items appeared in tho 
organ announcing a candidate to oppose 
Mr. Thompson; but tho attempt to got up 
an opposition hero failed. The next step 
was to induce some ouo nearer tho sceuo 
of conflict to allow himsslf to bo used for 
tho purpose of a contest,— wo say for tho 
purpose of a contest, because all idea of 
defeating Mr. Thompson was out of the 
question. In this they were but too suc- 
cessful, and the result is that Mr. Thomp- 
son has been compelled to go to the polls 
instead of going to the post of duty nt 
Ottawa. But,mark the brazen hypocrisy 
of these wirepullers: Yesterday their oi* 
gan expressed regret on account of tho op- 
position ofl'ercd to Mr. Thompson nud its 
results, and added: — 

"It is generally admitted that Jlr. 
Thompson's opponent will not poll twen- 
ty votes, and the object in nominating 
Mr. Walker, it is stated, was in order to 
give certain persons a "job" to carry lh« 
writs to Orainoca." 

Of course this ia only an awkward at- 
tempt to play the old trick of "trailing 
ft- red herring across the scent," and it is 
extremely improbable that many will be 
deceived thereby. To express regret at 
this late hour is scarcely less insulting 
than unavailing. For tho very party who 
•worked up the miserable opposition to do 
so is conteniptiblo to a degree beyond tho 
power of language to express. Long ago, 
in time to have prevented tho disaster, 
wo took occasion to point out the eonse- 
quonces of a contest in the Cariboo Dis- 
trict; but, instead of assisting in prevent- 
ing the virtual disfranchisement of an im- 
portant district, our contemporary was 
busily engaged in working up a plot for 
the accomplishment of .what it now pre- 
tends to deprecate. Does the reader re- 
quire aid to discover the motive of all 
this contemptible scheming and hypocri 
ay? In the first place, unable to make a 
follower, much less a tool, out of the ta- 
lented and independent member for Cari- 
boo, Mr. Do Cosmos would prefer au 
empty seat to an un^jliant colleague. In 
the second place, by the false assurances 
given in tho first instance, and tho worso 
than false expressions of after regret, it ig 
hoped to soften if not remove existing an- 
-tipathy. Unhappily, in so far as the pri- 
mary object of the extremely patriotic 
tricl; is concerned, it has been only too 
successful. As for the second, it nuist 
signally f.ul. The h:ind of tho player has 
been too palpably manifest to impose 
upon any but the most hopelessly obtuse; 
and Cariboo, British Colnmbia will know 
who to thank for au empty seat at Otta- 
wa during a session when it is especially 
important that overy seat should, be filled 
And hero wo are romindod that thegamo 
which has just boon played by Messrs.

That this Board desiro.s to express 
its gratilicatiou at the growing senti- 
nieut among our uoigliboi-.s in tho Unit- 
ed States in favor of more intimate re- 
ciprocal treaties belwceutlie Douiiiiiou 
of Canada and the United Stat3.s, ns 
evidenced by the resolutions passed 
by the !Xati(iual Board of Trade, and 
that it will l)e to the interest of tlio 
E\ecuti^o Council to take whiitevcr 
Hteps it may deem necessary to secure 
tiio adoption of a treaty of reciprocity 
with the United States upou a broad, 
liberal and compreheiibivo ba.sis.

British Columbia seems desirous of 
emulating Mexico, both in a social and 
political v-ay. Tho juinority propose 
n necessary but unpopular measure; 
tho sovereign people assail the ciipifcol, 
depose the C.ibinet and form a new 
one, leaving behind a warning as to 
their future ijuliey. The main cause 
ut all the trouble is Vtvdi Canadian Pa- 
cific Bailroad, whieli, u[)ou signing 
tho compact of ConfederaLiou, was 
proiiiisctl Briti.sh Columbia as a repar- 
ation for tho loss of bor iiidepeiideaco. 
As cvcryljody knows, the Macdonald 
^liiiisLry failed to perform its promise; 
now tlio Mackenzie Governmont wants 
to back down from tho agreement, or 
rather, to make a sorti uf compromise, 
and in consequence the Columbians 
aro iu an exceedingly irate state. They 
deiuand, with a considerable show of 
dumper, that the aforesaid road shall 
Ijo constructed nt once, without more 
|.alk, and according to tlie original 
lato hgroemeut, or they will dissolve the 
/iiriu aud resume their independence. 
*"~^Some of them go so far as to hint at a 
closer connection with tho United 
States,- and it would bo nothing very 
strange if iniitters canie to that coin- 
[)loxioii at la.st. British Columbia is 
Worth a gooddeal inoro per square foot 
than Alaska, aud its accession to the 
United States would be about as valua- 
ble a piece of real estate business as we 
havo been engaged in for somo pe- 
riod.

It may be that the country can yet 
be saved from the disasti'ous railway 

programme of tho new Cabinet. Bri- 
tish Columbia will insist upon her 
rights, and on the fullilnicnt of tho 
solemn jdedgcs of the IJoniinion Par- 
liament, Siio ought t;o do so, aiul slio 
will thus confer upou herself and all 
Canada an invaluable boon. The 
public faith will be conserved; the 
stain, dark as Erebus, which was to 
be put upon our name, will be wijied 
out. 

Xothing can bo elearer than that, so 
far, tho MciluUenifee railway scheme 
ia at tho root of the British Columbia 
trouble. Mackenzie proposes to leave 
the ixjrtion of tho Canada i'acilic east 
of Alanitobiv unbuilt, and to give wn 
tho trade aud tralHc of that region to 
tho "Northern Pacific." Thia is ex- 
actly tho McMullon programme. " In 
order to gull the British Columbians, 
a ])reloiico is to be made of beginning 
the Pacific end of the Canada faciiic. 
EH'orls will also be made, and indeed 
ellbrts havo been made already, to 
bribe British Columbia into accepting 
a bad and dishonourable bargain, in 
order that tho course may. be clear 
for the foul scheming of the Mcilul- 
lenitea. 

Blake has left the Cabinet,but Hun- 
tiugtou has joined it. Edward Blake 
is generally held to-be a man -of higii 
personal honour. It is on I'ecord that 

he never had anything t:^ do with jVEc- 
rtliilleu — that, ho refused tho bait which. 
Huiilington greedily swallowed. We 
do not wondi.'r tiiat ho has left tho 
Cabinet. Ho could not fail to see the 
direction in which alfuirs are drifting. 
Huntington is but the alter ego of 
^McMullon, and he is iu the Cabinet as 
McMuUen's substitute. Mackenzie 
and his c(.illeagiie.i liave a lively sense 
of their obligations to Huntington for 
getting up the Paeitie Scandal. He, 
with; McMullen's aid, has made the 
Government, and he can (as he thinks) 
unmake it. He insists, therefore, on 
tho disloyal, faithlcsi, triclcy foreign 
policy recently aiiuouueed by the Pre- 
mier being carried out. Tho lirstcon- 
sideratiou, the lirst object, is to put a 
stop to tho Canada Pacilic llailway. 
Tiiis is to liO(l.;iie al all hazards— even 
the hazard of a lebellimi and sc'ossion 
in Brilish ('<)l\nnbia. 

Tho present ( rovei nmont is founded 
iu dishonour and strengthened by 
fraud. Its policy will prove most dis- 
astrous to I ho Dominioii unless an en- 
ergetic and watohfiil Opjiosition check 
it oil every side. The Oppositimi may, 
as wo hav(^ said, be weak in ninabcrs 
at tho outsci ; faithful to the high- 
est iuterc;-!s of tlie country, it will 
be backed by the patriotic sentiment 
of tbe whole people.and its moral 
weight will be great in proportion.

Eastern States. 

Bt-iTALo, N. Y., March 12.— The 
people of Bufl'alo to-day exhibited in 
a marked manner thcir"vcnoratioii for 
tho deceased e.x;.Pro.sidoat. At 9 
o'clock tho family unci a fow relatives 
of tho deceased gathered at his resi- 
dence where services were conducted 
by Rev. R. Hotchkings aud Rev. 
John C. Cloud. Eight officers with an 
escort of .a wliole company of Buffalo 
City Guards bore the remains to St. 
Paul's Cathedral. 

Washington, March 12. — The pall- 
bearers at Senator Sumner's funeral 
to-morrow will be Senators Anthony, 
Scliurz, Sargent, McCroery, Oglosby 
and Stoclvtoii. Those esi)ecially in- 
vited to attend the funeral aro the 
President and members of tho Cabi- 
net; the Justices of the Supremo 
Court; the diplomatic corps and the 
(ieiierals of the Army, and Admirals 
of tho Navy; the invitations of the two 
last named iacludo invitations to tho Ar- 
my and Navy ollleers, and officers of tho 
Marino Corps respectively. 

Boston, March 12— Neither Braucli of 
tho Massachusetts legislature transacted 
any business to-day. Upon the aasem- 
l)ling of tho Senate a message was receiv- 
ed from tho Govornor ainionneing tho 
death of Sumner and paying eloquent 
tribute to his memory, and concluding 
with congratulations "that resolutions re- 
scinding tho veto of censure reached him 
03 it did. On motion of Senator Banks, 
tlie message was referred to a Joint Com- 
mittee of both Ilouaes with instructions 
to report a plan for jn-oporly honoring 
the memory of tho ileeeased Senator. 

Among the mimes mentioned as succes- 
sor to Senator Sumner are: H.L. DawRs, 
ox-Goveruor Bullock, Cliilbrd, Covernor 
Washburne, E.Il. Howe, Gen. Banks and 
Gen. Butler. Tho election will probably 
occur on the 28th iust.

The London Daily News of the 21th 
Januai'V contains the following parti- 
cularsof the ceremony which took place 
at tho Alexander Hall iu St. Peters- 
burg:— 

Dcau Stanley began the oxhortalibn 
in a loud voice.wliicb, on account of 
hoarseness, ho was soon forced to ab- 
andon. As the ceremony proceeded 
tlio Duke seemed rather nervous, Init 
looked ju'ctiy .steadily at Dean Stan- 
ley; while tho Grand Duchess cast 
her eyes down — now ot the oarpet,now 
at the Iwuqnotthat she carried — and 
regarded the Dean closely only drring 
tho usual interrogatories. In giving 
tho vow, tho Duke answered iu a very 
loud voino, "I^vill," ^\■hich was audi- 
ble all over the church. When Dean 
Stanloj asked, "Who giveth this wo- 
man'?" he looked signiticantly at the 
Einjieror, who simply bowed. In giv- 
ing her trotn, the Grand Duchess re- 
peated the -words after the clergyman 
in a clear, audible voice, and with ex- 
cellent pronunciation. 



The i)rosontntiou of the ring was not 
all'ected without some embarrassment. 
Tho Duke received the ring from 
Prince Arthur, and passed it to Dean 
Stanley, -who looked at it with the 
eye of a conuoiHsour,and then returned 
it to the bridegroom. T'he Duke was 
somewhat embarrassed by the' prayer- 
book which ho held, and tried to hand 
it to tho train-boarer behind. That 
functionary apparently not understand- 
ing wdiat was required of him, did not 
take the proffered gift. Tho Grand 
Duchess, wdio was waiting, then ofl'ered 
to take tho volume, but the Duke fi- 
nally mastered the difficulty,and grace- 
fully slipped tho ring on the out- 
strelchcd finger. Tlio Dean joined the 
liaiids of tho bride and bridegroom 
with a groat deal of einpliasis, and 
hold them j)rcK.sod togetlier longer 
than is customary, but not oven this 
triple union of hands prevented them 
from shaking with very obvious agita- 
tion. Instead of tlie usual exliorta- 
tions at tho end of I ho service, a s])ocial 
prayer was substituted, the felicitous 
language and sentiments of whiidi left 
no donbt about its author. Tlie Dean 
delivered the jiraynr in a very imjnes- 
sivo manner, though he somewdiat 
marred the efi'ect by trying to raise 
his voice too liigli. 

At tho conclusion of the ceremony 
the bridal pair turned round to receiye 
tho salutations of the Empress, who 
had been standing with dilliculty, and 
wlio looked very pale aud feeble. She 
embraced her daughter, and gave lier 
a long kiss. At tliisi moment guns 
from the fortress bellowed forth their 
more boisterous greeting.and the 
splendid Russian bolls shook a hun- 
dred spires.
